V) and other miscellaneous items from Iran during April-September,

No. 36-ITC(PN)/64.—'Consequent on the conclusion of the Indo-Iran Trade 
Arrangement concluded on 11th March, 1964, it has been decided ta grant ad hoc 
licences to eligible Established Importers having past imports from Iran of the 
commodities as detailed in the Annexure to this Public Notice, during the prescribed 
basic years as shown therein during April-September 1964 licensing period, within 
the monetary ceilings fixed for each item. 

2 Established Importers who are eligible in terms of the policy should submit 
their applications to the respective licensing authority viz. the Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, Bombay or the Joint Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, (C.L.A.), New Delhi on or before the 21st May, 1964, in the usual form 
and manner complete in all respects, supported by documentary evidence in respect 
of past imports of the said item from Iran during any financial year within the basic 
years as Indicated In the annexure to this Public Notice. All incomplete applications 
are liable to be rejected finally and will not be considered at appeals stage, as 
celling earmarked for each item would have been exhausted. 

3. Import licences granted in eligible cases will be valid for Import from Iran 
either by sailing vessels or b; the land route. 


4. Haisins of Iranian origin will be allowed import also by steamships from 
Iranian Ports. Such imports will be on c.l.f. basis. 

5. The Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be valid 
upto 30th September, 1964 and should be returned to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned not later than the 15th October, 1964. Failure to do so will render the con¬ 
cerned importer liable to not being considered for grant of licence in- the subsequent 
period, even if they are eligible otherwise.
